Government Crop Report 


Ottawa, June 16.—Tue Census and Sta- 


| tistics Office has issued a report on the 


estimated area and condition of the prin- 
cipal field crops of Canada at the end of 
May, based on the reports of a large stafl 
of correspondents. 

The area under fall wheat is put down 
at 707,200 acres, which is 45,100 acres 
more than last year, and its per cent, of 
a standrrd

which is 5 50 higher than last year. 
Spring wheat is given an area of 8,587,600 
acres, being 1,499,300 acres more than 
last year, and its condition as compared 
with the end of May last year is 91.49 to 
92.15, Oats, which area of 
9,864,100 acres, is 561,500 «acres more 
than last year, and its condition at the 
end of May was 93.95. A year ago its

condition was 92.32. The area of barley 
is 1,834,000 acres, or 30,500 acres less 
than last year, and its condition is re- 
ported at 92.94 compared with 91.49 last 
year, and its condition is reported at 
92.94 compared with 91.49 last year. The 
rye crop continues to decrease, but its 
condition is about the same as a year 
ago. Peas with 386,100 acres is less than 
last yeac by 7,200 acres, and its condition 
is 93.01 a3 compared with 90.59 last year. 
The area of mixed grains is 575,700 acres, 
or 6,400 acres less than last year, and 
their condition at the end of May was 
94.72 compared with 91.71 last year. 
The area in hay and clover is given as 
8,515,400 acres, which is 305,100 acres

The area of all these field crops is’ re- 
ported at 30,554,200 acres, 
2,359,300 acres more than last year and 
4,651,050 acres more than in 1908.

largest increase has taken place in wheat 
which has now reached 6,294,800 acres, 
In 1909 it was 7,750,400 acres and in 1908 
it was 6,610,300 acres, which is a gain in 
two years of 2,684,500 acres or more than 
40 percent, The provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta increased 
their area in wheat from 2,495,466 acres 
in 1900 to 5,624,000 acres in 1908 and to 
8,395,400 acres in 1910. In Saskatchewan 
alone the increase of this year over last 
year is 1,163,000 acres. 

Ontario shows an increase in fall wheat 
from 581,100 to 609,200 acres and in oats 
from 3,142,200 to 3,272,000 acres, Quehee 
from 1,574,100 to 1,649,600 acres, Mani- 
toba from 1,390,000 to 1,451,000 acres, 
Saskatchewan from 1,847,000 to 1,973,000 
acres and Alberta from 820,000 to 974,000 
acres, 

The condition of pastures is over 100 
in the Maritime Provinces and Quebec. 
It is 93.60 in Ontario, 89 in British Colum- 
bia and around 80 in Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta. 

Alfalfa is growing in favor in-all the 
provinces, bnt especially in Ontario 
where a large numberof correspondents 
report upon the inereassd areas in this 
crop. 

The effects of late frosts have been felt 
in many places, and injury has been 
done to truits and tender vegetables in 
some localities, Lut generally the pre- 
vailing low temperatures of April and 
May have strengthened the field crops 
and have left them better able to with- 
stand the attacks of night frosts, and re- 
seeding and re-planting have been less 
necessary than in former years.

A TEST FOR INTELLIGENCE 


A GOOD test for intelligence would 
be much appreciated by the com- 
parative psychologist, since, in 

spite of equal standing in such rudi- 
mentary matters as the sensés and bodi- 
ly movement, attention and tHe simpler 
sorts of judgment, it might still be that 


great differences in mental efficiency 
existed between different groups of 
men. Probably no single test could do 


justice to so complex a trait as intelli- 
gence. Two important features of intel- 
ligent action are quickness in seizing 
the key to a novel situation, and firm- 
ness in pressing acts which are obvious- 
ly useless for the purpose in hand, A 
simple test which calls for these quali- 
ties is the so-called ‘‘form test.’’ There 
are a number of blocks of different 
the blocks.. The blocks and board are 
placed before a person, and he is told 
to put the blocks in the holes in the

Z s op 
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shortest possible time. Tne key ‘to the 
situation is here the matching of blocks 
and holes by their shape; and the part 
of intelligence is to hold firmly to this 
obvious necessity, wasting no time in 
trying to foree a round Shock into a 
square hole. The demand on intelligence 
certainly seems slight enough; and the 
test would probably not differentiate 
between a Newton and you or me; but 
it does suffice to cateh the feeble-mind- 
ed, the young child, or the chimpanzee, 
fis any of these is likely to fail alto- 
gether, or at least to waste much time 
in random moves and waste efforts. 
This test was tried on representatives 
of several races, and considerable dif- 
ferences appeared. As between whites, 
Indians, Eskimos, Ainus,, Filipinos, and 
Singhalese, the average differences were 
small, and much overlapping occurred. 
As between these groups, however, and 
pines and. a few reputed Pygmies from 
the Igorot and Negrito from the Philip- 
the Congo, the average differences were 
great, and the overlapping was smaii. 
Another rather similar test for intelli- 
gence, which was tried on some of these 
groups, gave them the same relative 
rank, The results of the test agreed 
closely with the general impression left 
on the minds of the experimenters by 


| considerable association with the peo- 


ple tested, And, finally, the relative 
size of the cranium, as indicated, rough- 
ly by the product of its three external

dimensions, agreed closely in these 
groups with their appearance of. intelli 
gence, and with their standing in the 
form test, If the results could be taken 
at their face value, they would indicate 
differences of intelligence between 
races, giving such groups as the Pygmy 
and Negrito a low station as compared 
with most mankind. The fairness of 
the test is not, however, beyond ques 
tion; it may have been of a more un- 
familiar sort to these wild hunting folk 
than to more settled groups, This crumb 
is, at any rate, about all the testing psy 
chologist has yet to offer on the ques 
tion of racial differences in intelligence.

The Morning Leader (London), ‘‘prob- 
ably there is no writer whose death 
would rouse more universal emotions of 
respect and regret.’’ Mr, Hamlin Gar- 
land is reported through the prass as 
saying that he was ‘‘us distinetly Am 
erican as Walt Whitman.’’ ‘*The work 


of most writers could be produced in 
any country,’’ he adds, ‘‘but I think 
we, as well as everybody in foreign 


lands, will look upon Twain’s works as 
bemg as closely related to this country 
as the Mississippi River itself.’ 
Indeed, the Mississippi seems some 
how to symbolize him and he it, A dis 
patch from Paris voices one of the most 
poignant expressions of personal 
among the many that now fill the pa 
pers. M. ©, B, M. Farthing, friend and

original Huekleberry Finn, said when 
told of his loss: 


‘<The old days are passing. The men 
who made them are gone, and even the 
long sweep of the majestic yellow river 
seems to have dwindled and lessened. 
The noise of its traflic, the music of its 
many deep-throated volves are practi 
cally no more. The man who caught 
them and froze them into human words 
for the delight of the world is dead.’’ 

One of those upon whom the mantle 
of humor which call ‘*American”’ 
has fallen, George Ade, says:

MARK TWAIN: 


**T read every line Twain. wrote, for | 
he was a kind of literary god to me, | 
His influence has already worked itself | 
into the literature of our day. We owe} 
much of our cheerfulness, siniplicity, | 
and hope to him. Most of all, Twain | 
grew old beautifully, showing his +im- 
ple, childlike faith for ultimate success | 
throughout all his adversities,’’ 

Among the tributes of personal affee 
tion that of President Woodrow Wilson, 
of Princeton, is especially appealing: 

‘All the world knows that in Mark 
Twain it has Jost a delightful humorist, 
a man able to interpret human life with 
a flavor all his own; but only those who 
had the privilege of knowing him per- 
sonally can feel the loss to tne full—the | 
loss of a man of high and lovely char- | 
acter, a friend quick to excite and give 
affection; a citizen of the world, who 
loved every wholesome adventure of the 
mind or heart; an American who spoke 
much of the spirit of America in speak 
ing his native thoughts,’’ 

**He was one of the most ethical of 
humorists,’’ says The Daily. News (Lon- 
don), to which The Daily Chronicle 
(London) adds: ‘‘His aspect of things 
is in reality serious and his judgment 
often peculiarly wise.’’ It is further 
noted that he had ‘‘the ironie gift of 
puzzling people and leaving them divid 
ed between seriousness and laughter.’’ 
The Daily Express (London) thinks 
‘* Huckleberry Finn’’ his best work, 
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Samuel Langhorne Clemens was born 
November 30, 1835, in the little town 
of Florida, Monroe County, Mo. His fa- 
ther was accounted a man of ‘‘ education 
and social importance’’ in the frontier 
town of that early day. Three years af 
ter the son’s birth the family moved to 
Hannibal on the Mississippi, where Sam- 
uci at twelve years of age first touched 
printer’s ink, His young life was some- 
what adventurous, as the obituary in 
the New York Sun recounts: 

‘‘He determined that if he must be 
9 printer he would be a tramp printer, 
and before he was sixteen he had work 
ed in the composing-rooms of news 
papers in St. Louis, Cincinnati, Phila- 
delphia, and New York, The river eall- 
ed:him back. In 1851 he returned to 
Hannibal determined to become a pilot, 
cr as it was called, ‘to learn the river,’ 
This was not an inexpensive. matter. 
Master pilots demanded $500 to take a 
cadet and thoroughly instruct him in 
the business. Young Clemens could not 
then pay any premium, but he worked 
for several years with the sole end in 
view, making money as a printer at 
tines, at times working as a clerk on 
river-boats. In 1857 he was able to sat- 
isfy a master pilot of his ability to pay 
the $500 fee, and two years later he 
had a pilot’s license, his first boat be- 
ing the Alonzo Child, under Captain De 
Haven, 

‘*Tn 1861 he enlisted in the Confeder 
ate Army of Gen, Sterling Price, but 
after a few months he returned to St. 
Louis to join his brother Orrin, who had 
been appointed Secretary of the Terri

tory of Nevada, and went with his 
brother as his clerk to Carson city. 

‘*Up in Esmeralda County, Nev., near 
the present Goldfield mines, in a eamp 
called) Aurora, men were finding rich 
gold quartz in surfacé outcroppings, and 
the excitement of this ‘rush’ drew Cle- 
mens from his desk in Carson City. The 
romance of a new mining-camp near the 
very peak of the Sierra Nevada ad- 
dressed the sympathies of the young ad- 
venturer more than the hard work of 
prospecting for pay rock. 

**He made no discoveries of import- 
ince in mining, but he made many ae- 
quaintances with stage-drivers, gam- 
blers, and ‘bad’ men, all of whom ap- 
pear in ‘Roughing It.’ ’’ 

After a eyar of mining-camp life he 
returued to newspaper work on the staff 
fy The Enterprise in Virginia City, Ney, 
It Was here that some of his broadly hu- 
morous articles appeared over the sig- 
nature of ‘*Mark Twain,’’ and were 
copied widely by papers of the Pacific 
Coast, Then; 

‘*The San Francisco Call made an 
offer to the writer of the Mark Twain 
stories, and Clemens in 1865 went on 
The Call staff, but he remained there 
only six months, for the mining-camp 
called him again. In Calaveras County, 
Cal., he found little gold dust, but he 
did find material for stories which gave 
him his first fame east of the Rockies 
the stories in the book ‘The Jumping 
Frog of Calaveras County,’ 

‘*Tn 1866 Clemens went to the Sand- 
wich Islands and wrote from there some 
sketches for the Sacramento Union, 
which sketches were the basis for his 
first lectures delivered in San Francisco 
after his return from Honolulu. 

**In the following year the stories of 
the ‘Jumping Frog’ book were publish- 
ed, and Mark Twain became known in 
the Eastern States as a writer of ex- 
aggerated humor. It was the reputation 
these stories gained for him that 
prompted some newspaper editors to se- 
lect Mr, Clemens to go with a party of 
tourists on a journey abroad and write 
for his employers what would now be 
cabled a ‘syndicate’ letter. This trip re- 
sulted (1869) in the publication of ‘In- 
nocents Abroad,’ an extended revision 
of the letters, and with the instant sue 
cess of that book the writer became 


e 
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famous in this country and most of the 
countries of Europe, 

‘*In spite of the very profitable sales 
of the book, which would have warrant- 
ed the author in devoting all his time to 
hook-writing, he soon after his return | 
from that now faious trip became edi- 
tor-of the Buffalo Express. This was 
probably in pursuance of:a contract en 
tered into before the trip to Europe, He 
remained in Buffalo only two years, mar 
rying there Miss Olivia Langdon, whose | 
acquaintance he had made on the ocean | 
\ovage. 

‘*Mr. Clements went to Hartford -to 
live, and at-oace began work with the |} 
inaterial he nad gathered while he was! 
not gathering other pay ore in the Sier- | 
ras Nevada Mountains, and out of that | 
muterial came the book ‘Roughing It. | 
This fixed his reputation as a story-teller 
and humorist, and his work was urgently | 
demanded by editors and publishers on 
both sides of the ocean. Contributing | 
frequently to magazines, he wrote alse 
in the following year, collaborating with 
Charles Dudley Warner, ‘The Gilded 
Age,’ which was soon successfully dra-¢ 
matized, 

**Next came from his pen what many 
American and nearly all English crities 
consider his best work of fiction, ‘The 
Adventures of Tom Sawyer’ (1876), 

‘* After writing several other books 
Mr, Clemens in 1884 invested largely in 
the publishing enterprise of the Charles 
4. Webster Company, which had con- 
tracted to pay Mrs, Grant $500,000 for 
the copyright of General Grant’s auto- 
biography. Ten years later the failure 
of this firm left Mr, Clemens in debt far 
beyond his resources. 

‘“It was believed by his friends and 
advisers that a round-the-world lecture 
tour would help to recoup Mr. Clemens, 
and tle tour was undertaken, Its sue- 
cess was vastly beyond the most hope- 
ful expectations; the author was receiv 
ed everywhere with high social and 
sometimes with civie honors; his lee 
tures were everywhere attended by de-

MAKING MILK ARTIFICIALLY 


E have heard so much about the 
synthetic production of _per- 
fumes, syrups, dyes and what 

not, from coul-tar products, that we are 
that milk may be artificially made. The 
method deseribed below, however, is not 
not easily surprised by the information 
a chemical one, but consists merely in 


the mechanical admixture of distilled 
water with crushed and finely ground | 
sweet almonds. Practically the only 


difference between cow’s milk and that 
made of almonds is that cow’s milk con- 
tains animal easein, while the artificial 
milk contains vegetable casein. ‘The Jat- 
ter will produce a good supply of cream, 
and if allowed to stand some time will 
become sour, It may also be coagulated 
by the addition of vinegar or acetic 
acid, When combined with grape su- 
gar, it is capable of generating some ex- 
traordinary organic substances. The at- 
tificial milk may be used with tea and 
coffee in the asme way that cow’s milk 
is used, 

To make the milk, procure half a 
pound of sweet almonds—the Valencia, 
which is cheaper than the Jordan al- 
mond, will give just as good results, The 
skin of the almonds may be removed by 
scalding the nuts in boiling water, and 
peeling them with a sharp knife, The

| Now take a piece of cheese cloth about 
12 inches wide by 24 inches long and 
rinse it in clean water, and after wring- 
ing it us dry as possible, fold it deuble 
| over the top of a pitcher, and pour the 
|ceontents of the mortar through the 
; cloth into the pitcher. The milk may be 
squeezed through the cloth by wring it 
| gently, but care should be taken to pre- 
vent any of the larger almond particles 
from being forced through the meshes 
of the eloth. 
If some of the milk thus produced 
set aside for three or four hours a 
thick layer of cream will be found on 
the surface, [f too much water has been 
used in forming the milk, it may be 
necessary to add a little sugar of milk 
to sweeten it. The artificial milk has a 
slight almond flavor when taken clear, 
but this is practically lost when it is 
used in tea, coffee or cocoa. The color 
of the cream produced is quite pale, but 
it may be improved by using some of 
the almonds without the skins removed 
in the proportion of two ounces of whole 
almonds to six ounces of the blanched 
almonds. Care must be taken to prevent 
any bitter almonds from finding their 
way into the mixture, but one or two 
bitter almonds to half a pound would 
not affect the flavor of the milk. 

Half a pound of almonds will make 
three pints of milk.

Exercise is essential. Close yarding 
will not let them grow well after they 
have reached the age where they need 
romping and running to make strong 
feet and legs.

The Bombay Guardian confirms this optimistic view of the 
British official in the following ternis: 

‘*Previous reports haye showed great differences in the 
suecess with which the great reform is being carried out in| 
different provinces of the great Chinese Empire. The present 
report (1909) shows a more. striking contrast than any of the 
others, especially as regards the cultivation of the opium 
poppy. At one end of the scale stand six widely separated 
provinces, in which orders for total prohibition were issued 
and enforced during the season of 1907-8, with remarkable 
success.’ Two of these, Shansi and Yunnan, had been among 
the largest producers of opium, nearly all the suitable lands 
in both being given up to poppy cultivation. Yet, with the 
exception of the portions of Yunnan occupied by semi-inde 
pendent races, they have been almost cleared o. the poppy.’’ 

Each of the opium-growing provinces was visited by a 
British official, whose reports, declares this journal, ‘‘ testify 
to’ the reniarkable  suecess achieved in checking the plague 
of poppies,’’ Yet reports have not always been so favorable, 


principally owing to the weakness Of those in authority, and 
we are told; ‘ | 
‘*Widely different is the tenor of reports from some other 


provinces, Where, as in Eastern Szechuen, the oflicials have 
vacillated, farmers who have seen their neighbors sowing 
poppy with impunity, and reaping the reward of heightened 


prices due to suppression in other parts, have been-eager to 
get their share of these unhallowed gains, so that, in not a 


few of these districts, more poppy was sown in 1907-8 than 
in the previous year, sometimes even more than before the 
edict. This experience, together with the proved impraetibil- 
ity of carrying out elaborate provisions for diminishing cul 
tivation by one-tenth annually, in a country destitute of any 
reliable statisties on which such reduction could be based, 


MOUSE-POWER 


S INCE the days when man discovered 
’ the uses to which he might put his 
domesticated animals, no more eur 
ious form of animal power to operate 
machinerv has been recorded than that 
devised by a eanny Seot, one David 
Hutton, who in the last century, con 
ecived the notion of putting mice to 
work for him. 
Hlutton had ‘seen certain toys and} 
trinkets manufactured by the prisoners | 
in a French jail, His attention had | 


| been especially attracted by a little toy | 


house there, with a wheel in the gable, | 
that was caused to resolve rapidly by a 
mouse of the common house variety. 
bought this deviee, and for a} 
long time it afforded him amusement 

but later he began seriously to consider 
how a ‘‘half-ounee power’’ (the weight 

of the mouse) might be applied to some | 
practical end, It finally oceurred to him 
that the manufacture of sewing-thread | 
might be aided in this way. 

Now it happened that during the 
course of the Seot’s experiments and | 
investigations he ascertained that an 
ordinary mouse would average a run 
of ten and one-half miles per day; but 
he got one mouse that actually did the 
extraordinary , distance of — eighteen 
miles in that time. A_ half-penny’s | 
worth of oatmeal porridge was found to 
be suflicient to feed it for a period of 
thirty-five days, during which time it 
made three hundred and sixty-two miles 

From that time Hutton enlisted the | 
constant services of two mice to pro | 
pel his mill for the making of sewing | 
thread, This mill was so constructed |} 
that the mouse was able to twist, twine, 
and reel from one hundred to one hun 
dred and twenty threads a day, Sundays 
not excepted, for the Scot did not per 
mit his religious convictions to interfere | 
with the project. 

To perform this task the little rodent 
was obliged to cover its ten and one 
half miles a day, whien, however, the 
mouse could do with ease, On the half- | 
penny 's worth of oatmeal porridge, last 
ing five weeks, one of the little fellows | 
made three thousand three hundred and 
fifty threads twenty-five inches long, 
and inasmuch as one penny was paid to 
women fot every hank made in the or 
dinary way, the mouse at the rate men 
tioned earned eighteen cents every six | 
weeks. }
